Chtc.\(!o, \ov. U.- Throe weeks from 
to-day the fate of the five men now on 
trial for the murder of Dr. Ci onin will 
be lu the hands of the jury. The evi- 
dence for the state is practically dosed; 
tha defense will not oooapy mora thaa 
two weeks; aboot thrsa days will ba de- 
TOtad to sar-rabuttal taatiiaoay, aad the 
■psao h ea on both aides will oooapy aboat 
the same leugth of time. 

As the case uow stands the proHpeota 
are exceedingly dark for ex-Deteotive 
Cotighliu, O'SuUivan, the ice man; 
Murtin Burke aud little Kunze, the 
Oerman, although the evidence against 
the latter is slight as oompared with 
the other three. Lawyer John F. Beggs, 
the senior gtiardian of Camp 20, wul, 
aooordiug to present iudicatious, be ac- 
quitted, uo evidence oonoecting him 
with the tragedy having been adduced. 

Meanwhile the frieuds of the murder- 
ed man, although chagrined becaiiHe the

that sent tu Wiimepeg the dispatch 
wamiu|; that individuaT to beware of 
the Chicago police oiflcials who were 
esi«rtiug him baok to this oity, remain 
to be revealed. 

The weekly meetings of anti-Cronin-

Twe Lives Ii«at aad Theasaads of OeUara 
Worth ef Prei*evty Pest r s y edi 

.\r,ro\. Out., Nov. 14. A terrible 
calamity occuried here, about :1::10 yea- 
terday mttinin^. b the breaking of the 
mill tluin at .>ii;i h ilaii's doming mill, 
one mile ucKt of the village. I'sso live.s 
Were lust, si\ mill duiu^ and fuur 
bridges I'lirricd u« a> . und innny hou.se.s 
aud biiililings wiocktHl. und thoii.-aiul.s 
of dollars worth of projiei ty ut'stroyetl. 
The' inhabitants of tho village were 
awakened by the water rushing in tor- 
rents down the streets 1 ht!/ speedily 
sought places of alcty. and many 
narrowly es(ta|)ed with tliieir lives. Uue 
old oouple, niime<l Harris, ware eaniad 
sway and drowned. 

The village presents a wre<died ap> 
peatiiniM-, the strocts having lieea 
washed into holes, sidewalks ioim up. 
aud debris of all sorts piled up iu the 
roailway. .\ni(mg tho bnihliiif^s de- 
stroyed wero 1 )i('ks' stove I'oundiy. Al- 
gie's woolen mills and many d\seiling 
houses. The dams at .Meek's ami Mu- 
Kinuon's mills and ut Algiu s au 1 Ward's 
mills were carried away. The railway 
bridge of the ('aiiadian Pacitio division 
waa wrecked. The total losa luw Bot 
yat been estiuiatod but will fsadl SlVSy 
Sp in the thou8aii<ls.
